Clymer, Pa., August 26.— 
Thirty miners are known to be 
dead, following a gas explosion 
which completely wrecked the 
three-mile shaft of sample run 
mine No. 1 of the Clearfield 
Bituminous Coal company here 
this afternoon. ) 

Late tonight, 50 rescuers 
working in four shifts had 
brought 20 dismembered bodies 
to the foot of an elevator shaft 
two miles from the scene of the 
explosion. 

Fight other miners were brought 
to the’ surface. Three were dead 


when they were found, two died 
on the way to the hospital, and 


A. physicians believed the rensaining 


three would die before morfiing. 

Reconstruction of a portion of 
the three-mile sloping passage which 
runs from one end of the mine to 
the other will be necessary before 
all the bodies can be found or 
brought out. 


Fifty-six Caught in Explosion. 

Mine officials stated they could not 
say how many miners were beneath 
the surface, but estimated the total 
caught in the explosion at 56. 

John Olson, 24, who succeeded in 


climbing out of the mine through an. 


air shaft, gave a graphic picture of 
the terrible conditions underneath the 
surface to A. A. Palmer, United 
States inspector in charge of the res- 
cue. 

“Il had to walk across the trunks 
of 20 workers before I could reach the 
air vent,” he said. 

“] counted at least eight other bod- 
ies lying in the doorway of a short 
hallway which crosses the center of 
the long passage. Several had been 
decapitated.” 

Bodies Torn in Two. 

“Two of the 20 over which I 
stumbled had been torn in two,” he 
said. “Others were so horribly muti- 
- jated 1 could not recognize them. I 
had no chance to determine who many 
of them were as I was nearly suffo- 
cated.” 

The rescuers doubted that any of 
the miners, not actually killed by the 
explosion, could have survived the 
poisonous carbon dioxide fumes. 

If Olson’s story of the number of 
dead he saw in the mine is correct 
the total so far is 33 dead.

GEORGIA REVENUE 
IN 1905 TOTALS 
qVERS22,000,000 


Surplus of $1,264,157 Re- 
mains After Total Pay- 
ments, U. S. Commerce 
Report Shows. 


Total revenue receipts for Georgia 
for 1925 were $22,524,924, or $1,- 
264,157 more than total payments in- 
cluding those for permanent im- 
provements, it was shown in a report 
issued Thursday by the U. 8. depart- 
ment of commerce. The report was 
a summary of the financial] statistics 
of the state of Georgia for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1925. 

The payments for maintenance and 
operation of the general departments 
of Georgia for the year amounted to 
$14,296,549, or $4.67 per capita. This 
ineluded - $4,715,423, apportionments 
for education to the minor civil di- 
visions of the state. In 1924 the 
comparative per capita for mainte- 
nance and operation of. the general de- 
partments was $473, "und in 1917, 
$2.48. The interest on debt amount- 
ed to $230,004, and outlays for per- 
manent improvéments, $6,728,124. 
The total payments, therefore; for 
expenses of genera] departments, im- 
terest, and outlays were $21,260,767. 
The totals included all payments for 
the year, whether made from current 
revenues or from the proceeds of 
bond issues. . 

Of the governmental costs reported 
above, $8,155,642 was for highways, 
$1,850,014 being for maintenance and 
$6,305.628 for construction. 

$7.37 Per Capita. ~¢ 

The total revenue receipts of 
Georgia for 1925 were $22,524,924, 
or $7.37 per capita. This was $7,992,- 
281 more than the total payments 
of the year, exclusive of those for per- 
manent improvements, or $1,264,- 
157. more than the total pay- 
ments including those’ for perma- 
nent improvements. This excess of 
revenue receipts is reflected in pay- 
ment of debt, purchase of invest- 
ments, and cash balances, not shown 
in this summary. 

Property and special taxes repre- 
sented 30 per cent of the total reve- 
nue for 1925. 32.3 per cent for 1924, 
and 68.8 per cent for 1917. The in- 
crease in the amount of property and 
special taxes collected was 19.8 per 
cent from 1917 to 1924, and 3.3 per 
cent from 1924.to 1925. The per 
capita. property and special taxes 
were $2.21 in 1925, $2.16 in 1924. 
and $1.93 in 1917. 

Earnings of general departments, or 
compensations for service rendered 
by state officials, represented 9.5

One man was electrocuted in New 
Orleans while attempting to repair: a 
high-voltage line, and a sailor was 
killed at Gulfport when he came in 
contact with a live wire. Another 


man was drowned at Frenier, 14 miles 
south of Pontchatoula, when his store 
was inundated by. flood waters. A 
woman was drowned in the Mississip 
pi river above Convent. The body 
had not been identified late today.

The pasting 
of francs on luggage, lighting cig- 
arettes with franc notes, and all that 
sort of business, which, it is alleged, 
was done on an extensive scale early 
in the tourist season, had a good deal 
to do with the anti-American street 
demonstrations, which followed 
later, and were influenced no doubt 
to a large measure by such foolish 
and inexcusable methods. Those 
disillusioned went to Paris believing 
that the 2-cent franc would buy as 
much food and entertainment as the 
20-cent normal franc. The mer- 
chant fashioned his prices, espe- 
clally to the Americans, to the ex- 
change value of the franc. Living 
in Paris has hever been as expen- 
sive, unless extraordinary expense 
was’ deliberately sought, as living 
in. the same style in New York or 
other large American cities. And 
yet it has never been a great deal | 
cheaper. The hotel room that was 
listed at 20 francs of 20-cent gold 
value was merely listed at 200 
francs of 2-cent gold value. The 
American, on the exchange _ basis, 
has had to pay the same, therefore, 
with cheap francs as with standard 
value francs. 

In the meantime, ‘Seeing Amer- 
ica First” is an always wise slogan.

What a wonderful philosophy, 
and according to the British for- 
estry commission, it has been very 
generally observed in that country.

The report of 
the commission, just issued, shows 
that Great Britain is devoting 236,- 
000 acres of actual plantable iand 
to forestation. 


The commission is not only do- 
ing this for the government, bur 
it is giving aid and encouragement 
to farmers, and land holders on long 
leases. Many plantation and nur- 
sery experiments are proceeding— 
chiefly expert demonstrations of 
nursery and tree culture and pro- 
tection. The government used 
32,000,000 pieces of nursery stock 
in 1925.

We talk of reforestation, of the 
great national forestry commission, 
of our national forestry reserves, 
and so on, but in the actual work 
of rehabilitating our almost de- 
pleted timber supply we are doing 
but little And yet there is no 
more important economic issue be- 
fore the people of this country. 

One time we thought our forests 
—our yellow pine gold fields in 
the southeast, to illustrate—were 
inexhaustible. We wasted—ghpul- 
ishly wasted. Now we are face to 
face with what it means. Every 
builder is face to face with it by 
enormous costs that could have 
been saved had we conserved. It 
is too late to grieve over spilt milk. 
We ought to watch keenly conser- 
vation in the future. We should 
protect our forest life from fires. 
We should cut timber properly. We 
should “thin in,’ let the sunlight 
in, and protect and encourage 
young natural growth. We should 
do all of these things with a sys- 
tem. But we should also build new 
forests for the future. And do so 
on a big scale. The government of 
this nation is as deeply concerned 
as the government of Great Britain. 
It ought to be as progressively 
alive to its opportunities. 


STUART P. SHERMAN.

HEALTH TALKS 
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IF THE COURT PLEASES. 


An attorney submits the appea! of 
a fireman’s widow for death benefit 
from the pension fund, and asks me 
to air my opinion of the merits of 
the case. 


The woman maintains that her bus- 
band contracted his last illuess while 
on duty fighting a fire. She asserts 
that the hose burst’and he caught his 
death of cold by getting dripping wet 
and continuing on duty in his wet 
clothing the rest of the night. From 
this severe cold, she maintains, the 
flu developed. 

The authorities administering the 
pension fund hold that there is noth- 
ing in the records to show that the 
fireman died from any other’ than 
natural causes, and the law governing 
the pension fund provides pensions 
only for widows of men killed or men 
who have died from injuries received 
in the performance of duty. 


_On the question of whether a wet- 
ting from a burst hose constitutes an 
injury, I am not qualified to testify. 

But ( am qualified to testify that 
no such wetting could kill a fireman 
or even make him sick. 

No such wetting could make even 
me sick—and I am not at all accus- 
tomed to getting my hody wet. I am 
strong for the dry cleaning method 
and I don’t like wet water on my skin. 
I can further testify that lots of 
folks who wallow and soak and al- 
most macerate in vast tubs of water 
every day or even twice in the same 
day, are just as strong as I am in 
every way. , 

_ The fireman apparently contracted 
influenza or eo and suc- 
cumbed. Well, that probably was no 
fault of his; somebody handed it to 
him, perhaps while he was on duty, 
and he just went home and died, even 
as you or I. It seems pretty mean 
and small and unreasonable and un- 
fair for’ the authorities to quibble 
about hunding the fireman’s widow 
her poor pittance, anyhow. If the 
illness was no fault of the man’s, why 
rob his widow of the pension to which 
she is entitled? If the fireman met 
his death through some negligence or 


misconduct or fault of his own, it 


would be fair enough to deny the 
pension. ‘These pension funds and 
sick insurance outfits and lodge death 
benefits are so full of tricky little 
dodge hvles that the persons respon- 
sible for them ought to be ashamed 
to acknowledged their official re- 
sponsibility. They must be a lot of 


‘darn mean men, no matter who pro- 


vides the funds. A man who con- 
sents to serve in any official or ad- 
ministrative capacity like that de- 
serves the stigma of . 0.—Rob- 
ber of Widows and Orphans. He 
serves for the petty pay he gets out 
of it, not for honor, for there is no 
honor among the R. W. O. 

Many cases occur in the courts, 
where similar claims are set up, 
neumonia .or some other serious or 
tal illness from exposure to cold or 
wet. Of course there is no scientific 
evidence to support such a fancy. But 
as a rule the court feels competent 
to decide the trifling question without 
much consideration for medical evi- 
dence. Indeéd, so far as I know, the 
question of. whether exposure to cold 
or wet can really cause any diseas 
has never been definitely raised in 
court. The courts ordinarily assume 
that trifling matter is a fact,

two hours the verdict was returned. 

Ihe commission was composed of 
Dr. J. C. White, Dr. R. KE. Stone and 
Assistant Solicitor General Johu Hud- 
son. Evidence in the case was closed 
shortly before noon, and the comm)s- 
sion resumed the hearing at 1 o'clock, 
giving each side one hour for presen- 
tation of argument. 

Only two witnesses were heard dur- 
ing the morning, these being Dr. 
Newdigate Owensby, specialist in men- 
tal diseases, and Pau) Baker, treasur- 
er of the Bankers’ Trust company. 
Both expressed opinion that Manley 
is sane. 

Attorneys Argue Case. 

Opening argument for the petition- 
ers was presented by Marion Smith, 
attorney for Mr. Manley, who con- 
tended that the question before the 
commission was one regarding the 
sanity of Manley, and not whether he 


was responsible for his actions and 


business transactions three months 
ago. 

Sis argument was followed by that 
of Attorney Carl N. Davie for the 
state banking department. He in turn 
was followed by former Governor 
Hugh Dorsey in opposition to appoint- 
ment of a guardian for Manley. He 
termed much of the argument and evi- 
dence produced by the defense as 
“purile and bunk.” 

Attorney Etheridge reviewed the 
case as presented before the commis- 
sion, and closed with the stutemcnt 
that his associates knew that Manley 
had been to specialists for mental 
treatment, and that al) witnesses had 
testified as to the eccentricities of 
Mr. Manley. and to the fact that he 
had been given treatment for mental 
disorders. 

In the argument presented by Mr. 
Dorsey he declared that the “milk in 
the cocoanut’ was the “fact that if 
Mr. Manley is declared insane he 
can't be in bankruptcy.”

Mr. Smith then questioned him at 
length regarding diagnoses of cases 
and technical details of such work.

“I don’t think there has been testi- 
mony to the effect that he suffered a 
coma,” Dr. Owensby said. “But if he 
had been in that state for 48 hours 
and came out slowly it would indicate 
& partial paralysis. 


“If Mr. Manley had suffered brain 
disturbances such as a hemorrhage 
on the brain what effect would it 
have on his tongue muscles, his method 
of walking and other characteristics 
of his carriage?’ 

“The effects are very positive. He 
would swing his legs in a semi-cir- 
cle, carry his arms absolutely lex, 
and show ‘other physica] signs. Mr 
Manley does none of these. He walks 
with a limp sometimes. When I ex- 
amined him I noticed a limp and 
on another occasion I saw him walk 
without sign of any limp. I have 
never heard of a brain disturbance 
causing a limp. A limp may be due 
to ankle trouble or a hip disease,” 

“You don’t think Mr. Manley is 
faking the limp, do you?’ 

“I have made no statement about 
Mr. Manley faking. Sometimes he 
has the limp, and other times he 
hasn't.” : 

“Isn't it true that because some- 
times he has the symptoms and 
other times he does not, it is indic- 
ative that he is suffering | from a 
nervous or mental trouble?

Chicago, August 26.—(/)—Running 
wild with a shotgun, a man believed 
to have been crazed by heat or liquor, 
tonight shot and killed one than, and 
wounded three others as he fled 
through the crowded concourse of the 


Illinois Central station and was him- 
self shot and killed by a store owner 
as he reached the street in Park Row 
just outside the station. 

The maniac first appeared in the 
train shed out of which a crowded 
Michigan Central train had just 
pulled. He approached Joseph Ed- 
wards. passenger agent of the Michi- 
gan Central road, with a repeating 
shotgun in his hand and without a 
word leveled the gun at Edwards and 
wounded him, probably fatally. 

Next he made for Timothy Lynch, 
a special policeman, who fled through 
the station warning crowds of travel- 
ers to run for their lives as the mad- 
man pursued. 

While hundreds of men, women and 
children sought refiige behind seats 
and in corners, the maniac’s attention 
was attracted by Frank Miller, an- 
other special policeman. He chased 
Miller into the train sheds, then 
vanished to appear again in busy 
Park Row, where he fired two or 
three shots into the air, bringing panic 
to the street teeming with taxicabs. 

Traffie in smart Michigan avenue, 
a few feet away, was thrown into 
confusion. Special policemen and 
traffic officers made toward the ma- 
niac who continued to fire. He spied 
a waiter in a nearby restaurant and 
fatally wounded him, then wounded 
another. A storekeeper who bad pro- 
cured a gun then went into action 
and it was his shot that killed the 
maniac. The man was partly iden- 
tified as Joseph Mazza, 40. The 
waiter whom he killed was Steve 
Kocinas. 

The maniac’s reign of terror was 
terminated by Charles Danloff, a bar- 
ber, armed with a pistol. Approach- 
ing Mazza from behind the barber 
fired five shots at him, one of the 
bullets hitting him in the head and 
another passing through his abdomen. 
Mazza dropped to the street dead.

New York, August 26.—With the 
selling pressure of Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday removed the price trend in to- 
day’s stock market. wus upward.
